2 Bill of Exceptions.

Be it remembered that at the trial of this cause which came 
on for hearing on the 12th day of July, A. D. 1906, before the 
Honorable Alexander R. Mullowny, one of the judges of the 
Police Court of the District of Columbia, the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, to maintain the issue on its part joined, produced as 
a witness one Sarah Kepnick, who, being sworn according to 
law, testified as follows: That on the 5th day of July, A. D. 
1906, the day charged in the information, she visited the stand 
of one D. F. Haupt, No. 939 Louisiana Avenue, northwest, in 
the City of Washington in the District of Columbia, and that 
the defendant, Horace L. Gant, waited upon her and sold 
her four chickens which he weighed and she paid him for eight 
pounds of chickens; that she protested that the chickens were 
too light for eight pounds and receiving no satisfaction from 
the defendant she took said chickens to the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures of the District of Columbia and requested that 
he weigh them to ascertain their true weight. 

The District of Columbia, to further maintain the issue on 
its part joined, then produced as a witness one Leo S. Schoen¬ 
thal, who being duly sworn according to law, testified that he 
was at the time alleged in said information and still is Assistant 
Sealer of Weights and Measures for the District of Columbia; 
that said chickens were delivered to him as testified by the 
witness, Sarah Kepnick, and that he weighed said 
,3 chickens and found their true weight to be six pounds. 

This was all the testimony on behalf ’of the District 
of Columbia and thereupon the District rested. 

The defendant,' being first duly sworn according to law, testi¬ 
fied in his own behalf as follows: That he had no recollection

of the sale of the chickens in question; that if they were less in 
weight than what he charged for it was an honest mistake. 

The defendant, to further maintain the issue on his part 
joined, called as a witness one D. F. Haupt, who, being first 
duly sworn according to law, testified as follows: That he knew 
nothing of the matter until the lady who purchased the chickens 
and the Assistant Sealer of Weights and Measures came to his 
place of business together and that he offered to return the 
money or make up the difference in chicken. 

This was all the testimony in the case. 

The Court, after argument of counsel, ruled that the true 
weight of said chickens was six pounds and that they were 
sold at eight pounds which was a greater weight and not a less 
weight than the true weight thereof as provided in the law. 

To which said ruling of the Court the District of Columbia, 
by its Assistant Corporation Counsel, excepted which said 
exception was duly noted by the Court on his minutes, and, 
thereupon the District of Columbia, by its said counsel, gave 
notice in open Court of its intention to apply to a Justice of 
the Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia for a writ 
of error. 

The District of Columbia by its said counsel, therefore prays 
the Court to settle, sign and seal this its bill of exceptions, 
which is accordingly done, now for then this 13th day of July, 
A. D. 1906.
